HEREAS the Behaviour of Negroes, and other Slaves on this I. 

land, has of late, and particularly ſince the War, been more inſolent, 

and their Villanies more frequent and notorious, than ever heretofore : There- 

fore, for their better Government for the future, We, Your Majeſty's moſt 

dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Governor in chief of all Your Majeſty's Lee- 

ward Carribbee Iſlands in America, the Lieutenant-governor, and Council of 

St. Chriſtopher's, together with the Aſſembly of the ſame, humbly pray Your 

Moſt Excellent Majeſty that it may be enacted and ordained ; and be it, and 

it is hereby enacted and ordained by the Authority aforeſaid, That from an Juices to | 
after the Day of the Date of this Act, it ſhall and may be lawful for any tour 4 
Juſtice of the Peace of this Iſland, upon Complaint made to him of any Fe- Jury.

ſo duly appointed and ſummoned, ſhall refuſe or neglect to make his or their

proved of by the ſaid Juſtice) ſhall, ſeverally, for every ſuch Contempt, for- 
feit the Sum of Twenty Shillings ; to be levied by Warrant of Diſtreſs from 
any of Her Majeſty's Juſtices of the Peace: And if any Perſon or Perſons 
ſhall refuſe to make Payment or SatisfaAion for ſuch Damages determined, as 
aforeſaid, with Charges, not exceeding ſix Pounds current Money, it is here- 
by declared to be lawful for the faid Juſtice to iſſue forth a Warrant of Di- 
ſtreſs to the Provoſt-marſhal, or his lawful Deputy, to be executed on any 
the Goods of the Offender, as near as may be to the Damage ; who is here- 
by directed to make Sale thereof by publick Outcry, and, Satisfaction being 
firſt made to the Party aggrieved, the Marſhal thall receive to himſelf out of 
the ſaid Goods the Sum of fix Shillings, for Diſcharge of his Office, return- 
ing the Overplus, if any, to the Owner; but if the Damage exceeds fix 
Pounds, the fame ſhall be recovered by Action of Treſpaſs in any Court of 
Record within this Ifland. 

III. Anp for the better ſecuring all Manner of Stock that ſhall be taken 
up for treſpaſſing, be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That every 
Perſon's private Penn upon his Plantation, and ſuch as ſhall be uſed inſtead 
of a Pound; and ſuch as have no Penn, may ſecure any Stock treſpaſſin 
on him or them, in the beſt and ſafeſt Manner they can; provided all ſuch 
Perſons who take up any Stock treſpaſſing as aforeſaid, do forthwith give No- 
tice thereof, that the Owners may have Knowledge thereof, 

IV. Axp that all Perſons ſo impounding and ſecuring any Stock treſpaſſing 
upon their reſpective Plantations, ſhall, by virtue of this Act, be allowed for 
all kind of Horſes, Cattle, Mules, and Aſſes, of any Age whatſoever, one 
Shilling ; for every Sheep, three Pence, and fo proportionable to the Number, 
for every four and twenty Hours keeping; and the Detainer is hereby re- 
quired and obliged to find ſufficient Water and Provender to every Beaſt ſo 
kept in his ſaid Penn, or otherwiſe ſecured, as aforeſaid. 

V. Axp be it enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That it ſhall be lawful 
for all Maſters, Overſeers, or Servants, to kill any Hogs or Goats after the 
firſt Notice given ; the one Half to be and redound to the Party aggrieved, in 
Recompence for the Damage, and the other to the Owner : And that it ſhall 
and may be lawful for the Inhabitants in the reſpective Towns of this Iſland, 
to kill all ſuch Swine, as ſhall commit Treſpaſits in any of the ſaid Towns, 
by getting into their Houſes or Backſides, and doing Damage there, by break- 
ing open Caſks of Sugar or Moloſſes, &c. all which hath been found hereto- 
fore committed and ſuffered, to the vaſt Prejudice and Damage of the ſaid 
Inhabitants, and divers others. et 

VI. AND in caſe any Perſon ſhall clandeſtinely or forceably take away 
their treſpaſſing Cattle or Stock out of the Penn or Pound of the Party ag- 
grieved ; every ſuch Perſon or Perſons fo offending, ſhall be liable to be ſued 
in an Action of Treſpaſs; and if a Slave commit the Treſpaſs, in taking away 
as aforeſaid, he ſhall be puniſhed at the Diſcretion of the Juſtice of Peace. 

VII. AnD it is alſo further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any 
Perſon ſhall commence an Action in any Court of Record within this Iſland

profeſſed Hoſtility againſt their natural Prince; now nothing was more rea- 
ſonable and conſonant to the Practice of all Nations, than that their Per-

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ſons ſhould have been forthwith attainted, and their Eſtates confiſcated to the 
Uſe of Their then Moſt Sacred Majeſties, Their Heirs and Succeſſors; which, 
however, for want of a Civil Adminiſtration of the Government of this

HEREAS it is highly neceſſary that there ſhould be Veſtries choſen 

for every Pariſh in this Iſland, for raiſing Levies and Taxes, for the 
defraying all Charges relating to the Churches within the reſpective Pariſhes of 

this Iſland; we, Your Majeſty's moſt humble, loyal, and obedient Subjects, 

the Governor in chief, Lieutenant-governor, Council, and Aſſembly of this 

Your Majeſty's Iſland of St. Chriſtopher's, pray Your Moſt Excellent Majeſty 

that it may be enacted; and be it, and it is enacted, by and with the Autho- 

Veſirymen, Tity aforeſaid, That all and every the Freeholders and Houſholders within 

Ee. to be , this Ifland, ſhall repair to their reſpective Pariſh Churches, or, for want of the 

Year in Ea. fame, to ſuch Place or Places, as ſhall be appointed by the reſpective or neigh- 

Per-week. bouring Juſtices of each Pariſh, every Year ſucceſſively, ſome Day in Eaſter- 
week, and there, by free Votes, elect fix of the ableſt Freeholders or Houſ- 
holders in each Pariſh, to ſerve as Veſtrymen ; who, with the Miniſter, ſhall 
then and there chooſe two fit Perſons to ſerve as Church-wardens, one to be 
elected or nominated by the Veſtry, the other by the Miniſter.

abuſed the Lenity of the Laws, that great Numbers of them have deſerted 
the Service of their Maſters, and fled to the mountainous Parts of this Iſland, 
and there have armed and aflembled themſelves in Bands, to oppoſe their 
Maſters, and any that come in Purſuit of them; and in the Night-time, 
when they cannot be eaſily diſcovered or taken, do frequently commit divers 
Thefts and Robberies in the Plantations of this Iſland, to the inſupportable 
Wrong and Damage of many of His Majeſty's good Subjects: And whereas 
they are daily enticing other Negroes to reſort to, and join with them ; and
